Want to prevent your 
draperies and slipcovers 
from telling their age? The 
best way we know of to 
keep them young-looking is 
to have them thoroughly 
cleaned at least once diur- 
Ing the winter season as 
well as at the onset of 
spring. 

Furnaces, radiators, all 
purveyors of artificial heat 
put fumes and tiny particles 
of dust Into the air. These 
eventually settle on dra¬ 
peries and slipcovers and 
dull the colors. If allowed 
to remain, they penetrate 
deep down into the fibers 
and tend to destroy them. 
An accumulation of soil al¬ 
ways has a weakening ef¬ 
fect on fabric, and when left 
for a long time it often be¬ 
comes so firmly imbedded 
that it’s difficult and even 
impossible to remove. 

Casement cloth, which is 
so popular for draperies to¬ 
day, is so loosely woven that 
it doesn’t show soil as read¬ 
ily as more closely woven 
fabrics — but needs to be 
cleaned often to keep it 
fresh and new-looking and 
to insure long wear. 

It’s much less expensive 
in the long nun to have dra- 
iperles and slipcovers clean¬ 
ed regularly than to have 
them destroyed by hidden 
soil and have to be replacd.
